It’s family home ev ening at 
the Utah State Prison, one of 
six monthly gatherings of Mor­ 
mon families with their 
“ 
adopted” way ward sons — 60 
per cent of them nonmembers 
of the chu rch. 
The prison chaplain, a Mor­ 
mon, calls it “the most su ccess­ 
fu l prison rehabilitation pro­ 
gram in the world.” 
The Chu rch of Jesu s Christ of 
Latter-day Saints’ (Mormon) 
also has taken steps to start the 
family -to-prisoner program at 
prisons in Tex as, Nev ada, Cali­ 
fornia and Oregon. 
Officials said that of 140 re­ 
leased prisoners here giv en 
adopted families du ring their 
terms only two hav e retu rned 
to prison in the program’s fiv e 
y ears. This compares with a 
national prisoner retu rn rate of 
arou nd 7 0 per cent, said v isit­ 
ing Richard Su mmer, a Lu ther­ 
an chaplain at a federal prison 
in Ft. Worth, Tex . 
‘They hav e made su ch good 
u se of the effect of a whole 
family , giv ing the inmates a 
more rou nded ex perience of 
lov e,” he said. 
Chaplain Su mmer plans to 
start the program in Ft. Worth. 
Families are meeting with 
abou t 60 inmates at the Utah 
prison now in one of six ses­ 
sions each month. The families 
also attend parole hearings and 
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commu nicate with the prison­ 
e r’s real family if he has one. 
Chaplain Alan Blair of the 
Utah prison said the idea is to 
bring a model family into the 
prisoner’s life, a family that 
will watch ov er him and his 
real family when he is in prison 
and then continu e its concern 
after he is released. 
The Dan Ingersoll family v i­ 
sited Larry , the inmate who 
presides ov er one Monday -night 
session. His job is to welcome 
the families and annou nce the 
opening song. “Let u s all press 
on in the work of the Lord,” 
was the selection on one recent 
night. 
Like most of the inmates in­ 
terv iewed, Larry asked that his 
fu ll name not be u sed. 
Ingersoll said Larry lost his 
temper sev eral y ears ago and 
mu rdered his girlfriend. “We 
talk abou t how ev ery body loses 
his temper bu t y ou hav e to con­ 
trol it,” Ingersoll said. 


Inmates are giv en adopted 
families only if they attend 
prison chu rch serv ices for two 
months first, show a genu ine 
interest in the program and 
hav e at least six months left in 
their sentence. 
“They all u nderstand the 
risks inv olv ed,” Asst. Warden 
Ted Gee said of the families, 
who are v olu nteers recru ited 
throu gh the chu rch’s social 
serv ices div ision. 
Bu t if the families face risks, 
some of them also claim to 
hav e enriched their own liv es 
by the ex perience.

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PARIS (AP) — The United 
States pledged today that Presi­ 
dent Nix on will not permit any 
av oidable delay in ending the 
Vietnam war. 
Bu t Hanoi again rejected Sai­ 
gon’s demands for a pu llou t of 
all North Vietnamese troops 
and charged that the United 
States had broken faith by not 
signing the draft peace agree­ 
ment. 
U.S. Ambassador William J. 
Porter told the 168th weekly 
session of the Paris peace 
talks: “We had hoped, as y ou 
know, to reach an agreement 
earlier. We worked hard to 
bring this abou t, bu t the issu es 
in this long conflict are com­ 
plex , as all recognize, and can 
neither be dismissed nor dis­ 
torted. 


“We reiterate to y ou ou r 
president’s firm intention to 
permit no av oidable delay in 
ending this war and entering a 
period of peace and reconstru c­ 
tion.” 
In an apparent reference to 
the secret talks between Henry 
A. Kissinger and Le Du e Tho, 
Porter said, “In this present 
phase then, we shou ld respect 
each other’s problems and con­ 
cerns, and we shou ld hav e faith 
that the seriou s pu rpose demon­ 
strated and the major progress 
achiev ed will lead at an early 
date to a mu tu ally satisfactory 
final resu lt..” 


Bu t Ngu y en Binh Vy of North 
Vietnam told the meeting the 
United State, “at v ariance with 
its 
statem ents, 
... 
has 
breached faith and refu sed to 
sign ex actly on Oct. 31 the 
agreement which has been 
reached. Fu rthermore it has 
demanded modifications in the 
tex t of the agreement.” 
Vy declared, “We reject all 
allegation that ‘North Vietnam 
has 
made 
an 
aggression 
against Sou th Vietnam’ and all 
demands of ‘mu tu al withdraw­ 
al.’ We reaffirm that the only 
aggressor in Vietnam is the Un­ 
ited States. Therefore the Un­ 
ited States mu st stop its ag­ 
gression: U.S. troops and other 
foreign troops in the U.S. camp 
mu st be completely withdrawn 
from Vietnam.” 


Sou th Vietnam’s representa­ 
tiv e, Pham Dang Lam, repeat­ 
ed his gov ernment’s demand 
for withdrawal of all North 
Vietnamese forces in the Sou th.

Nixon has second meeting 
with S. Vietnam's emissary 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­ 
ident Nix on arranged a second 
meeting today with Sou th Viet­ 
nam ’s special env oy Ngu y en 
Phu Du e at the White Hou se to 
continu e discu ssions on the 
Vietnam peace negotiations. 
Du e also met this morning at 
the White Hou se for the second 
time separately with presiden­ 
tial national secu rity adv isor 
Henry A. Kissinger. 
The morning meeting was set 
for 11:30 a.m. with Du e. 
The White Hou se also an­ 
nou nced a meeting ju st before­ 
hand between the President 
and the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 
Althou gh the session with the 
Joint Chiefs was annou nced 
only moments before it got u n­ 
der way , depu ty press secre­ 
tary Gerald L. Warren said it 
had been schedu led for some 
time “to rev iew the entire situ ­ 
ation in Sou th Vietnam.” 
Nix on and Du e, a special rep­ 
resentativ e of Sou th Vietnam’s 


President Ngu y en Van Thieu , 
met for 
hou rs Wednesday . 
It was originally schedu led to 
last an hou r. 
Ronald L. Ziegler, the White 
Hou se spokesman, said the ses­ 
sion was “a v ery detailed dis­ 
cu ssion, and a v ery frank dis­ 
cu ssion,” bu t he refu sed to dis­ 
close the su bstance of the talks. 


This attitu de has marked the 
administration’s responses to 
all qu estions recently abou t the 
state of the peace negotiations, 
and Sou th Vietnamese sou rces 
hav e indicated the White Hou se 
has demanded silence on their 
part. 
N ev ertheless, 
diplom atic 
sou rces in Saigon said Du e 
wou ld propose a Nix on-Thieu 
meeting to reinforce the Sou th 
Vietnamese v iew that no agree­ 
ment shou ld be signed that 
lacks a written pledge for 
North Vietnam to withdraw all 
its troops from the Sou th. 


When asked if Du e had pro­ 
posed a face-to-face meeting 
for the two chief ex ecu tiv es, 
Ziegler, who was not at the 
Wednesday meeting, said not to 
his knowledge. 
Howev er, he also ex plained 
that Du e was Thieu ’s special 
representativ e and indicated it 
cou ld be assu med he wou ld 
pass along the Saigon leader’s 
v iews to Nix on. Ziegler repeat­ 
ed an earlier statement that no 
Nix on-Thieu meeting is planned 
“at this tim e.” Bu t, he added, 
“obv iou sly I cannot ... ru le 
ou t a meeting between Presi­ 
dent Nix on and President Thieu 
sometime in the fu tu re.” 
The qu estion of Hanoi’s troop 
lev els below the demilitarized 
zone has been the major stick­ 
ing point in the priv ate talks in 
Paris between Henry A. Kissin­ 
ger and Le Du e Tho. The talks 
are schedu led to resu me Mon­ 
day . 
Bu t while Du e was thou ght to 


hav e restated his gov ernment’s 
v iew abou t the troop situ ation, 
Nix on and Kissinger were de­ 
scribed by other U.S. officials 
as conv inced they can obtain a 
satisfactory settlement on this 
point. 
Whether they conv inced Du e 
of this isn’t being commented 
on by the officials. 


Ziegler said there wou ld be 
no fu rther Nix on-Du c meetings. 
In sessions with newsmen be­ 
fore and after the Wednesday 
meeting, the press officer shied 
away at first from say ing the 
atmosphere was friendly . He 
said the talks were “marked by 
the spirit that shou ld ex ist be­ 
tween two allies su ch as the 
United States and Sou th Viet­ 
nam .” 


When pressed later he said 
the

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Pentagon said today fu rther 
troop withdrawals from Viet­ 
nam wou ld continu e, bu t on a 
limited basis and withou t any 
formal annou ncement pending 
the ou tcome of secret peace ne­ 
gotiations in Paris. 
Defense Department officials 
said this departu re from for­ 
mally annou ncing troop cu ts 
wou ld prov ided added flex ibil­ 
ity to the U.S. position in the 
negotiations. 


The 
officials 
denied that 
troop lev els hav e been frozen, 
as reported in Saigon, and said 
that fu rther redu ctions, al­ 
thou gh small, wou ld show u p in 
the weekly annou ncements of 
U.S. troop strength from the 
U.S. Command in Saigon. 
In Saigon, howev er, the U.S. 
Command said it had receiv ed 
no orders from Washington for 
fu rther troop cu ts after reach* 
ing a Dec. 1 ceiling of 27 ,000 
ordered by President Nix on last 
Au gu st. 
The command declined com­ 
ment bey ond that, bu t other 
sou rces there said Washington 
had ordered a freeze. 


Secretary of Defense Melv in 
R. Laird, in a telev ision inter­ 
v iew, said the withdrawal pro­ 
gram will continu e, bu t add« ): 
“I will certainly recommend 
to the President that becau se of 
the sensitiv ity and the seriou s­ 
ness of the negotiation track at 
this time that no annou ncement 
be made at this time as to the 
fu tu re troop lev el. 
“I think that that wou ld be a 
mistake, and might interfere 
with the negotiating track and 
so I will recommend that no 
annou ncement be made for sev ­ 
eral weeks,” Laird said on the 
NBC Today show. 
Ev en if there had been a de­ 
cision to annou nce fu rther cu ts, 
any new withdrawals wou ld 
hav e been slight becau se of the 
relativ ely small nu mber of U.S. 
troops still in Vietnam. 
Laird confirmed that troop 
strength in the war zone had 
fallen slightly u nder 27 ,000, thu s 
beating President Nix on’s 
timetable. 
Howev er, he said official fig­ 
u res won’t be av ailable u ntil 
nex t Monday .

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WASHINGTON (NEA)- Presi­ 
d ent Nix on’s p roblem is that the 
government has become too large 
and too comp licated for any one man 
to manage. 
On leaving office as d ep uty sec­ 
retary of Defense, David Packard 
told associates it was imp ossible to 
get the d ep artment’s vast civilian 
1 and military bureaucracy und er 
* cd ntrol. The same p roblem ex ists at 
Commerce, State, Health, Ed uca­ 
tion and Welfare, Labor and Agri­ 
culture. 
Mr. Nix on is, of course, not the 
first p resid ent to be frustrated by 
this p roblem. Presid ents Kenned y 
- and Johnson were d eep ly d isturbed 
by their inability to get a hand le on 
the bureaucracy . They comp lained 
that p ermanent civil servants in the 
major d ep artments had come grad ­ 
ually to follow ind ep end ent courses 
* without regard to p olicy of the ad ­ 
ministration in p ower, be it Demo­ 
cratic or Rep ublican. 
Presid ent Kenned y mad e a d e- 
~ termined but only p artially success­ 
ful attemp t to insert his own men at 
key p oints throughout the sy stem. 
Mr' Nix on, less aggressive in this re­ 
gard , found he had relatively little 
control over major d ep artments at 
the working level, and so d rew more 
of the d ecision-making d irectly into 
the White House. In the p ast four 
y ears he has built a sizable staff at 
1600 Pennsy lvania Avenue loy al to 
him, subject to immed iate transfer 
or firing and resp onsible d irectly to 
his own key aid es. 
But the result of this build -up has 
been the d evelop ment of a White 
House staff so large, and involved in 
so many d etailed tasks, that internal 
coord ination has become increas- 
irtgly d ifficult. There is growing 
Vorry within the staff itself that the 


left hand is not certain what the 
right hand is d oing. Members, in 
fact, are known to have gone to 
friend s in State and Defense to find 
out what others on the Presid ent’s 
p ersonal staff were d oing. 
Mr. Nix on’s p roblem can best be 
und erstood by looking at foreign 
economic p olicy , which could be the 
thorniest p roblem he faces these 
nex t four y ears. The serious conse­ 
quences of our continued unfavora­ 
ble balance of p ay ments (insofar as 
it is d ue to lagging ex p orts) shows up 
in higher unemp loy ment. We are be­ 
coming p erilously d ep end ent on in­ 
ternational sources for raw mate­ 
rials. Rising barriers threaten to cut 
off more world markets. 
Desp ite the attemp t at White 
House coord ination, foreign eco­ 
nomic p olicy is so p oorly organized 
as to invite chaos. For one thing, it 
is sp lit among State, Treasury , Ag­ 
riculture and Commerce d ep art­ 
ments and several ind ep end ent 
agencies, often working at cross 
p urp oses. 
Witness the bungles in the imp or­ 
tant Soviet grain negotiations. Also

Just before the 1948 election, I 
turned out what I consid ered then 
one of my more incisive p ieces of p o­ 
litical analy sis. It was to be p ub­ 
lished in Newsweek’s Sp ecial Elec­ 
tion Sup p lement, and the head was: 
‘‘Why Truman Lost.” It was not 
based on wishful thinking—I voted 
for neither TTiomas E. Dewey nor 
Harry S. Truman that y ear—but on 
the best evid ence available to a p o­ 
litical rep orter at the time. 
The recollection of that p iece has 
given me humility over the y ears, 
and I have tried to make as few p re­ 
d ictions since then as my work as a 
columnist will allow me. Neverthe­ 
less, I take some small p leasure 
from looking back at the 1972 Presi­ 
d ential camp aign and what was 
written by those with less caution 
and more involvement than my self. 
Since some of these writers tend to 
p reachments, there may be a sp iall 
bit of malice includ ed in that p leas­ 
ure. 
Let’s take Josep h Kraft, a sy nd i­ 
cated columnist who consistently 
belabored Presid ent Nix on and min­ 


imized his chances of reelection. 
‘‘Mr. Nix on is not p op ular,” Kraft 
wrote on Aug. 31. His “siq>p ort is 
broad but shallow. He is vulnerable 
to the kind of camp aign Sen. McGov­ 
ern is now in a p osition to mount.” 
Tom Wicker, the voice of the New 
Left on the New York Times, wrote 
of California that McGovern had “a 
reasonable, if not overwhelming, 
chance to win.”

WASHINGTON (NEA)— In the 
d evelop ing welfare reform which af­ 
fects future aid to nearly five million 
need y aged , blind and d isabled , 
there is more than just the hop e of 
greater efficiency . 
First off, as ind icated in an ear­ 
lier rep ort, the minimum assistance 
p ay ments set und er the p rogram to 
be fed eralized by Jan. 1,19 74, will be 
high enough ($130 a p erson and $195 
a coup le p er month) to d raw in more 
p eop le than now get such assistance. 
Half of the 50 states p resently ap ­ 
p ly lower p ay ment stand ard s fori the 
need y aged , blind and d isabled than 
the coming fed eral minimuVns. 
From 1974 on, many of these stiates 
will d o better, though some still may 
remain below the p overty line. 
The p rosp ective ad ministrators 
of the new p rogram, the Social Se­ 
curity ad ministration have, further­ 
more, a rep utation for try ing d ili­ 
gently to ferret out p eop le entitled to 
any new kind of level of benefit. 
As Presid ent Nix on remind ed in 
ap p roving reform of welfare’s ad ult 
categories, und er p resent state- 
county ad ministration many of the 
affected aid recip ients are subjected 
to inequities and red tap e (others 
would ad d ind ignities) which fed eral 
control is int end ed to eliminate. 
The states vary wid ely not only in 
benefit levels but in eligibility rules. 
These d ifferences will be wip ed out 
by the fed eral sy stem guaranteeing 
a flat sum p er month. 
Some p laces, for instance, p er­ 
sons owning their homes could not 
get ad ult aid without granting the 
state a lien on the p rop erty . The ef­ 
fect was to give the state title to the 
home up on the d eath of a beneficiary 
who had granted such a lien. Peop le 
who wanted their child ren to inherit 
tty eir homes thus were often d e­ 
terred from seeking need ed assist­ 


ance. 
In other cases, state laws have 
what are called “relative resp onsi­ 
bility ” p rovisions. They stip ulate 
that need y aged , blind or d isabled 
can’t get help where it can be shown 
that a p otential recip ient's sons or 
d aughters may p rovid e ad equate 
sup p ort. 
Third ly , eligibility at state-coun- 
ty level most often has required d e­ 
termination by their authorities of 
an ‘‘ad equate bud get” for the need y 
p erson or coup le. This bud get d eci­ 
sion of course fix ed the level of bene­ 
fits. Critics regard ed this as an in­ 
d ignity , and in effect a way und er 
which government told p eop le how 
to sp end their money . 
The flat fed eral minimums d ue to 
take effect in 1974 will end all this. 
There is confid ence in some govern­ 
ment circles, too, that once the p ro­ 
gram is established and working, 
Congress will by stages lift the mini­ 
mum higher to take more and more 
need y Americans above the p overty 
line. 
For all its p roved cap acities, the 
Social Security ad ministration has 
its work cut out for it in getting rea­ 
d y for the take-over. The ex p ected 
new 15,000 SSA p ay rollers will have 
to be trained in new techniques after 
fairly sp eed y recruitment (which 
many p robably d rawn from state 
welfare agencies). 
That Jan. 1, 1974, d ead line is a 
rigid one. From that moment on, the 
ad ult need y will be blaming Wash­ 
ington if their checks d on’t come or 
are d elay ed . Social Security will be 
on test once again. But so will the re­ 
forms. If they p rove more humane 
and more just, they may ind eed 
serve as the p rototy p e for the sweep ­ 
ing changes need ed in the huge, con­ 
troversial category of families with 
# d ep end ent child ren.

d ents that Mr. Nix on would be a 
“one-term Presid ent.” Peop le, he 
ad d ed , “are tired of the old sty le of 
p olitics and George McGovern has 
been lucky to come along when the 
electorates (sic) want a change.”

The massive d efection of 
the ethnic vote, the strong showing 
he mad e among the y outh vote—all 
of these are brushed asid e. 
What elected Mr. Nix on was (1) 
his efforts at restoring p eace in the 
world , and (2) the arrogant view of 
the McGovernites that somehow, 
someway , the Presid ency belonged 
to them.

Pope Pa ul VI will 
not re tire a t 75

Behind the scenes, Pop e Paul 
Vi’s Vatican confid ants call rid icu­ 
lous the world wid e rumor that His 
Holiness would retire on his recent 
75th birthd ay . “Absolutely absurd ,” 
a very high Vatican official now vis­ 
iting our country told me. “As the 
Italians say , ‘Not being true, it was 
neatly invented .’ ” 
Pop e Paul rules from a Vatican 
where the totally uncomp romising 
nature of early Christianity was a 
great source of strength. The Roman 
Emp ire at one time stretched from 
Scotland to the Egy p tian Sud an and 
from Poland to Portugal. The 
Church grew in p ower while the Em­ 
p ire d wind led . And when the Emp ire 
fell the Pop e in Rome was the only 
p owerful lead er left. 
But, in contrast to the Church’s 
early uncomp romising nature, the 
high ecclesiastic ex p ressed to me 
Pop e Paul’s p roblems—ex ternal and 
internal—in terms of the Italian 
word aggiornamento, which means 
“catching up with tod ay .” 
The last word s of great Pop e Pius 
XII, who reigned 19 y ears, were: 
“We have so much to d o.” The 
ad ored Pop e John XXIII was chosen 
at his ad vanced age as an interim 
Pop e. Pop e Paul, in turn, although 
marked ly d ifferent, was almost the 
p red estined successor. 
His Vatican intimate told me 
that, ex ternally , the Holy Father’s 
overrid ing d ilemma centers on how 
to make the Church effective in the 
world wid e confrontation with com­ 
munism. 
There are more than 560 million 
Roman Catholics in the world and 
throughout the p red ominantly Cath­ 
olic countries nearly every local 
Communist lead er claims—claims— 
he is a Catholic. 
“I go to church with y ou,” he 
shouts at village meetings. “I be­ 
lieve the Pop e should run the 
Church. I believe the p riest should 
run his p arish. But not our village.” 
Countless Catholics the world 
over agree, for there is a wid esp read 
anticlerical feeling when it comes to 
how much the Church should have to 
say about the government. 
Thus Pop e Paul’s cruel d ilemma: 
If the Church ex p and s its p olitical 
action against the Communist p arty , 
the Communists roar: “Just as we 
said ! The Vatican is try ing to run the 
government!” The intervention 
boomerangs among millions; and 
the y outh, esp ecially , are alienated . 
On the other hand , if the Church 
backs away , a p olitical vacuum re- 


sults. And the Communists fill that 
vacuum, for they have sy stemati­ 
cally mad e it their business to thus 
d isarm their most p owerful sp iritual 
and moral op p onent. 


The Vatican confid ant told me 
that* internally , the Pop e’s most 
critical p roblem is the question of hi­ 
erarchy —the trad itional authority of 
the Pop e himself, the nuncios, the 
card inals and bishop s, and how they 
arrive at that authority . 
He mentioned the Belgian move­ 
ment ad vocating that a “Cop ernican 
revolution” should up end the hierar­ 
chical p y ramid of the Church. Not­ 
ing the challenges to comp ulsory 
clerical celibacy , he revealed that 
more than 10,000 p riests have asked 
to be released from their celibacy 
vows. The high official also cited the 
revolts against Pop e Paul’s most- 
criticized act—his cond emnation of 
all but the Ogino method of birth 
control. 
Tragically , in this turmoil at 
least 7,000 of the 70,000 p riests in 
Italy alone have left the p riesthood . 
In the Western countries the number 
of seminarians—trained p riests— 
has d eclined from about 167,000 to 
147.000 in only a few y ears. Although 
the p ercentage is small, more than 
1.000 quit in the United States alone 
in 1971 and about 6 ,000 nuns re­ 
nounced their vows. 
Blessing the World Vocation Day 
p ilgrims in St. Peter’s Square, the 
Pop e himself asked Catholics every ­ 
where to p ray “for p ersons to enter 
Church service.” 
The Vatican ecclesiastic d e­ 
scribed the Pop e’s fund amental 
p roblem as how to hold fast to man­ 
kind ’s elevation through,the authori­ 
ty of the Church while at the same 
time mod ify ing the Church’s meth­ 
od s in a grad ual aggiornamento. 
In their intimacy he find s Pop e 
Paul a kind ly , scholarly Pop e of 
quiet, p ersonal charm—a d elightful 
and congenial maker-of-bricks, al­ 
way s hop eful—and with an immense 
concern for humanity and the cond i­ 
tions that d ebase it. 
There is a Vatican canon which 
p roclaims: ‘‘The ey e by which I see 
God is the same as the ey e by which 
God sees me.” The Pop e, this inti­ 
mate remarked , p ractices the p ray ­ 
er: “Dear God , make the whole 
world better, and p lease begin with 
me.” 
“The Pontiff is lonely ,” he told 
me, “and the only sound he really 
hears comes from within his soul.”

SPACE CENTER, Houston 
(AP)— In a break with the tra­ 
dition of p ast lunar missions, 
the Ap ollo 17 astronauts will 
take their first step s on the 
moon without the whole world 
looking on. 
Ap ollo 17 astronauts Eugene 
A. Cernan and Harrison H. 
Schmitt will work on 
the 
moon’s surface for more than 
an hour before the television 
camera beams a view to earth. 
On all p revious moon-landing 
missions, a television camera 
mounted on the side of the lu­ 
nar module was activated as 
the commander came down a 
ladder toward the moon’s sur­ 
face. 
For Ap ollo 17, the camera is 
stowed and will not be turned 
on until Cernan has mounted it 
on the astronauts’ electric lu­ 
nar car. 
The first television view from 
the lunar surface will p robably 
show Cernan and Schmitt un­ 
loading equip ment from the lu­ 
nar module. 
Ap ollo 17 ’s lunar surface 
camera will be remotely con­ 
trolled by radio signals from 
earth. 
A total of 21 hours and 17 
minutes of television is to be 
beamed to earth from Ap ollo 
17, although much of it will not 
be seen live on home television 
screens. The television net­ 
works are ex p ected to record 
the sp ace television and use se­ 
lected segments.

Standard:

Team probes cause 
of ietliner crash 


MOSCOW (AP) - A Jap a­ 
nese investigative commission 
arrived Wednesday night and 
began intensive consultations 
with the Russians to determine 
why a Jap anese Air Lines jet 
crashed on takeoff, killing 61 
p ersons. 
The 9 0-man commission was 
headed 
by 
JAL 
President 
Shizuo Asada. 
The four-engine JAL DC8 
p lunged to earth less than a 
minute after takeoff following a 
stop over 
in 
Moscow 
on 
Tuesday . 
Six ty mutilated and burned 
bodies were recovered from the 
crash site. A 61st p assenger 
was missing and p resumed 
dead. There were 15 survivors. 
Fifty -two Jap anese, 
three 
Americans, two Britons, two 
Norwegians, one Swede and a 
Dutchman p erished in the dis­ 
aster. 
The American crash victims 
were Monroe S. Brettler of New 
York, Norman R. Sackheim of 
Highland Park, 111., and a man 
identified only as C. Gerbic. 
Of the 15 survivors, 14 were 
Jap anese and one a New Zea­ 
lander, Eldridge Brook Smith, 
42. 
Thirty -eight other Jap anese 
arrived from Toky o Wednesday 
night to help identify and p ay 
their resp ects to relatives who 
p erished. 
The mourners, many sobbing, 
huddled together in their com­ 
mon grief as uniformed frontier 
guards insp ected their p ass­ 
p orts and entry visas. 
Asada met the arrivals and 
told them that “words fail me 
now. But we are try ing to do 
our best.” His airline p aid for 
their trip here. 
The Soviet government news 
agency , Tass, rep orted that 
Premier Alex ei N. Kosy gin had 
sent a telegram to Jap anese 
Prime Minister Kakuei Tanaka, 
asking him to “convey our con­ 
dolences to members of the 
families and relatives of the 
victims.”

Reporter jailed 
indefinitely 
LOS ANGELES (AP) - “If 
y ou know when y ou’re getting 
out, even if it’s a very long 
time, it help s p sy chologically ,” 
say s a rep orter jailed for an in­ 
definite term for refusing to re­ 
veal a story source. 
“It’s ominous,” William Farr 
said in a jail interview. “Given 
the judge’s p osition, I could be 
in here for y ears.” 
But the 37 -y ear-old newsman, 
held in contemp t of court by 
the Charles Manson murder 
trial judge, say s he still hop es 
to be released by a higher 
court. 
The California Sup reme Court 
has said it will consider today 
F arr’s latest ap p eal. Although 
that court and the U.S. Su­ 
p reme Court refused to hear an 
earlier ap p eal, Farr is ap p eal­ 
ing on new grounds. 
Among other p oints in the lat­ 
est p etition is a claim that the 
statue of limitations has run 
out on the matter Sup erior 
Court Judge Charles Older is 
p ursuing. F arr’s sory ap p eared 
more than two y ears ago. 
The judge wants Farr, 37 , to 
identify which of six Manson 
trial lawy ers gave him a wit­ 
ness’ secret statement for use 
in a Los Angeles Herald-Ex am- 
iner story . 
But Farr, wearing a blue de­ 
nim jail uniform and sp eaking 
at a visiting room of the Los 
Angeles County Jail Tuesday , 
reaffirmed his vow not to iden­ 
tify his source and revealed 
that the statement Older has 
cited was not the sole basis of 
the disp uted story . 
“The real p roblem,” said 
Farr, “is that those transcrip ts 
(of the witness’ statement) 
were used merely to verify in­ 
formation which I derived inde­ 
p endently . If the attorney s gave 
me transcrip ts after they knew 
I already had the information, 
should they have their lives 
ruined for that? I can’t see it.”

CHICAGO (AP) - A man 
serving a federal p rison sen­ 
tence for manslaughter was 
charged today with murdering 
the Rev. Carlo Barlassina, 44, 
in a Chicago hotel while the 
p riest was en route from New 
York State to San Diego, Calif., 
last y ear. 
The man charged is Bruce 
Allen Davis, 24, who was ar­ 
rested Tuesday while serving a 
5 to 15 y ear term in the federal 
p enitentiary in Terre Haute, 
Ind. 
Davis ap p eared in a felony 
branch of Circuit Court and 
was ordered held without bond 
for a hearing Dec. 12.

businessman. 
Father Barlassina was stran­ 
gled in his room in the Sher­ 
man House hotel in June 1971. 
About $1,000 in cash and checks 
he carried in his wallet were 
missing.

This is especially good for 
military buttons on uniforms or 
on civilian clothes. Pock ets 
tabs on military uniforms must 
be buttoned but the men so 
often need the pens in their 
pock ets and unbuttoning the 
pock et is a nuisance. The button 
can be sewn on the pock et tab. 
To reach the contents of the 
pock et merely lift the tab and 
remove the needed item. The 
flap falls down and the proper 
appearance of the uniform is 
m aintained. No unbuttoning 
and rebuttoning necessary.— 
IDA

Racing Board chairman tried 
to keep horse racing and politi­ 
cians separated, say s he is “ go­ 
ing back to farming after get­ 
ting outfox ed by the other 
side.” 
“ If I had wanted to be a 
kamikaze pilot, I would hav e 
joined the J apanese nav y ,” he 
ex plained Wednesday . 
MacArthur, nephew of the 
late Gen. Douglas MacArthur, 
referred to his resignation as 
chairman of the board follow­ 
ing a 4-3 v ote Tuesday by 
which the board adopted con­ 
trov ersial 1973 racing dates. 
He was appointed to the un­ 
salaried 
directorship 
three 
y ears ago by Gov . Richard B. 
Ogilv ie, who on Wednesday ac­ 
cepted MacArthur’s resignation 
“ with regret.” 


While he serv ed as chairman, 
sev eral high-ranking state poli­ 
ticians and former politicians 
were indicted on charges con­ 
nected with low-cost, high-profit 
race-track stock, including for­ 
mer Gov . Otto Kerner, now on 
leav e from the 7th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals. 
“ When I took the job I knew 
that if y ou shov el manure 
y ou’re going to get some under 
y our nails,” he said. “ I’v e wor­ 
ked my tail off for three y ears 
on this job and it kills me be­ 
cause we’v e taken a step back­ 
ward.” 
MacArthur lost his bid to halt 
racing dates granted to harness 
and thoroughbred associations 
formerly controlled by William 
S. Miller, who was indicted 
with Kerner by a federal grand 
jury . 
v 
Then, the board rebuffed him 


again by v oting 5-2 to allow a 
return in 1973 of gimmick bet­ 
ting. MacArthur fought to hav e 
gimmick betting outlawed this 
summer because he said such 
ex otic combination wagering as 
the 
perfects, 
quinella 
and 
trifecta “ had the horses start­ 
ing to run for something other 
than purses.” 


MacArthur did, howev er, suc­ 
ceed in making public the 
names of all shareholders in 
the state’s 21 racing associ­ 
ations during 
his adminis­ 
tration. 


In summing up his resigna­ 
tion, MacArthur said “ I’m just 
a disillusioned country boy who 
is going back to farming after 
getting outfox ed by the other 
side ... I’ll take my lickin’ and 
sit down.”

DUBLIN (AP) - The Prov i­ 
sional wing of the Irish Re­ 
pu blican Army sou g ht a cease­ 
fire in Northern Ireland three 
times in the last two weeks, bu t 
the British tu rned them down, 
informed

today . 
The report came amid more 
v iolence in the British prov ince 
and g rowing fears that the 
g u errillas planned a similar 
terror campaig n in the Irish 
Repu blic. Prim e Minister Jack 
Ly nch’s g ov ernment is stru g ­ 
g ling to pu sh throu g h Parlia­ 
ment controv ersial leg islation 
to g iv e the g ov ernment new 
weapons 
ag ainst 
the

derg rou nd army . 


The cease-fire requ ests were 
made throu g h intermediairies 
to the office of William White- 
law\ Britain’s administrator in 
Northern Ireland. 
Whitelaw rejected ev ery bid. 
He came u nder fierce fire from 
Ulster’s Protestant militants 
last su mmer after he held se­ 
cret talks with the Prov isionals 
that brou g ht an ill-fated two- 
week cease-fire. 
A political sou rce stressed: 
“Whitelaw can’t afford to be 
seen dead with the IRA now. 
He knows it wou ld inflame the 
Protestants.” 
The sou rces reported the IRA 
indicated it was prepared to 
drop prev iou s demands for am ­ 
nesty for detainees, the ending 
of special cou rts and intern­ 
ment withou t trial and the with­ 
drawal of British troops to their 
barracks. 
This time the g u errillas re­ 


portedly sou g ht only two thing s 
— a declaration of intent for a 
u nited Ireland and amnesty for 
g u errillas on the ru n. Bu t Brit­ 
ish ag reement to either wou ld 
hav e brou g ht an ex plosion of 
Protestant wrath. 
The British also feel the 
army is on top of the g u errillas 
now, after rou nding u p or kill­ 
ing more than 100, inclu ding 
sev eral top officers, in the last 
fou r months. Any let u p wou ld 
g iv e the Prov isionals time to 
reg rou p and rest u p as they did 
in the su mmer. 
Meanwhile, IRA terrorists in 
Northern Ireland kept u p their 
new campaig n u sing the same 
Sov iet rocket g renades that 
Arab 
g u errillas 
hav e

u sing in Israel for y ears. 
After 10 rocket strikes on 
Tu esday in which two persons 
were killed, there were three 
more Wednesday . Bu t the at­ 
tacks on the second day did 
little damag e and cau sed no 
casu alties. 
Two g u nmen killed a y ou ng 
Catholic barman in a tax i in 
Belfast early today , raising the 
confirmed death toll in the 
prov ince to 6 46 in more than 
three y ears. The cab driv er 
was wou nded.

Lackey was stabbed nu ­ 
merou s times in the chest and 
had his throat cu t by his assail­ 
ant, described as in his 20s with 
blond or lig ht-brown collar- 
leng th hair. The man sped off in 
a lig ht-colored 196 6 or 19 6 7 
small Pontiac, Oldsmobile or 
Bu ick.

Lackey ’s serv ice rev olv er 
was fou nd in his holster, lead­ 
ing police to believ e he possibly 
knew his assailant and pu lled 
off the road to talk with him. 
Lackey was on his way to 
work at the time. He had been 
with the IBI since 1970. He was 
married and had two children. 
The special narcotics ag ent 
worked in the Dix on area for 
three months in late 1971. He 
and his partner, Jon Sandu sky 
were held captiv e in a ru ral 
Dix on farmhou se Dec. 1, 1971 
after infiltrating an area dru g 
ring . Their identities were 
learned by one of six persons in 
the farmhou se. 
Both ag ents ju mped throu g h 
a window, u nder g u nfire, and 
ran to the Ramada Inn where 
su rv eillance teams were sta­ 
tioned. Neither was inju red.

NEW ORLEANS, La. (AP) - 
Sp ectato rs jammed streets in 
the heart o f the city as fiv e wo ­ 
men leap ed fro m the 15th flo o r 
o f a b u rn in g b u ildin g. So me 
wep t, so me p ray ed as helico p ­ 
ters raced with death to rescu e 
eight men trap p ed o n the ro o f. 
Fo u r p erso n s died. 
The wo men o n the 15th flo o r 
o f the 16 -sto ry b u ildin g called 
fo r help as firemen tried u n ­ 
su ccessfu lly to reach them with 
ex ten sio n 
ladders 
lashed 
to gether. 
“We were three sto ries to o 
sho rt,” said Fire Chief Lo u is 
San Salv ado r. He said there 
was a p o ssib ility o f arso n . 
As the flames licked n earer, 
the fiv e wo men b egan ju mp in g. 
With the ho rrified cro wd watch­ 
in g, they p lu n ged to a ro o fto p 
o f an adjo in in g b u ildin g — a 
fall o f eight sto ries. 
Each fall was acco mp an ied 
b y a scream fro m the cro wd. 
“The 
first 
girl 
... 
fell 
straight,” said Mark Wheeler 
II, who watched fro m 
the 
street. “The o thers . . . came 
o u t so mmersau ltin g an d hittin g 
the edge o f the b u ildin g as 
they came do wn .” 
Pat Ty n es watched fro m the 
ro o f o f the b u ildin g to which 
the wo men p lu n ged. 
He said firemen tried fo u r 
times to sho o t a ro p e to the wo ­ 


men ab o v e, gettin g en o u gn 
height, b u t aimin g wide o f the 
mark. 
“After each sho t, they had to 
relo ad the gu n , rewin d the ro p e 
an d set u p fo r An o ther sho t,” 
Ty n es said. “Time was so dam ­ 
n ed p recio u sv ’ 
In still an o ther attemp t at 
rescu e, helico p ter p ilo t Alb ert 
Carrigan tried to get a ro p e to 
the wo men . 
“I go t to the co rn er o f the 
b u ildin g ju st in time to see the 
last o n e fall,” Carrigan said. 
“It was sicken in g.” 
Two who su rv iv ed the fall 
had their imp act b ro ken b y 
men o n the lo wer ro o f who 
lin ked arm s an d tried to catch 
them. They were listed in criti­ 
cal co n ditio n with in tern al in ­ 
ju ries. 
The fo u rth v ictim o f the fire, 
a man , was fo u n d o n the 14th 
flo o r stairwell, ap p aren tly a 
su ffo catio n v ictim. 
Mean while, eight men were 
trap p ed o n the ro o f o f the b u rn ­ 
in g Rau lt Cen ter, an o ffice-resi- 
den ce co mp lex . 
“We were in a race with that 
smo ke an d I ju st kn ew we were 
lo sin g, an d that ‘co p ter was the 
mo st b eau tifu l thin g I had ev er 
seen ,” said Cal Grev emb erg.

the fire an d sp o tted the men 
thro u gh a haze o f tar-stain ed 
smo ke.

The Doctor Says: 


By LAWRENCE LAMB, M.D. 
Dear Dr. Lamb—Th ank you 
for yOur response to th e sudden 
infant death 
(crib death ) 
question in your column. It* is 
obv ious th at you are aware of 
th e great need of parents to 
h av e assurance th at th ey are in 
no way responsible for th e 
death of th eir ch ild. Would it be 
possible for you to refer any 
future family to th e Founda­ 
tion? We h av e found it is a great 
h elp for th e bereav ed family to 
be able to communicate with 
anoth er family wh o h as ex­ 
perienced th e same tragedy. 
Since th is tragedy strikes at 
least 10,000 babies a year in th e 
United States, th ere are a great 
many of us. 
Dear Reader—I am glad to 
know th at your organization, 
Th e National Foundation for 
Sudden Infant Death Inc. (203 
N. Wabash Av enue, Suite 1804, 
Ch icago, Illinois 60601, and in 
New York, 1501 Broadway, New 
York, N.Y. 10036) is h elping 
bereav ed families with th is 
problem. After th e column on 
crib death s I receiv ed a great 
deal of mail as you would guess 
because of th e frequency of th is 
problem. Your organization is 
prov iding a great serv ice in 


educating people about th e 
nature of th is disease. Th e 
literature th at you prov ide to 
people is on target. 
As you know, th e cause of 
crib death s is not known al­ 
th ough 
th ere are 
sev eral 
th eories. Th e basic facts cited 
in one of your pamph elts sh ould 
be useful to m any people 
pointing out th at th ese death s 
are not caused by suffocation, 
aspiration, or reguritation; th at 
th e disease is not contagious; 
and it is not h ereditary. 
Many of th e letters I h av e 
receiv ed suggest th at people 
th ink th at th is is caused by 
modern problems of pollution, 
water supply and th e like, and I 
was pleased to note th at one of 
your booklets points out th at 
th is disorder is as old as th e Old 
Testament and was at least as 
frequent in th e 18th century as 
it is now, before we h ad some of 
our 
problem s 
of 
m odern 
civ ilization. 
It is certainly is a tragedy 
th at wh en a family is faced with 
th is problem, th ey may be 
accused of being negligent of 
h av ing m istreated th e ch ild. I 
suspect th is problem is ev en 
worse now th at ch ild abuse h as 
become a common social 


problem. It is only natural th at 
law enforcement officers migh t 
raise th is question wh en a 
sudden unexplained death such 
as a crib death occurs. Such a 
question could h ardly be raised 
at a more inappropriate time as 
far as th e bereav ed parents are 
concerned. I also like th e point 
th at a baby sitter or a sibling 
caugh t in one of th ese ev ents 
may h av e a probelm afterward. 
I h ope your organization will 
h elp to educate people th at 
th ese death s may occur sud­ 
denly with in less th an fiv e 
minutes in apparently h ealth y 
ch ildren and for no apparent 
cause. 
Because I h av e done a lot of 
work on irregularities of th e 
h eart, I personally suspect th at 
a good many of th ese may be 
related to a sudden stopping of 
th e h eart. If th e h eart doesn’t 
resum e beating effectiv ely 
with in fiv e minutes time, it is 
usually too late, and th ere is 
noth ing to see on examination 
afterward. 
I h ope readers of th is column 
wh o know parents wh o are 
faced with th is problem will 
refer th em to th e National 
Foundation at th e address 
giv en abov e.

Many Russian dishes which I 
have prepared have resulted in 
coarse, heavy products not to 
my liking, thus I was delighted 
to find this one for a cheese pas­ 
try which is a taste-tempting 
and delightful appetizer. 
In fact, it’s a little more than 
an ordinary appetizer because 
the calorie count reaches quite 
high. However, I think you’ll 
like it. 
Cut V2 pound of butter into 
two cups flour. Add two table­ 
spoons of sour cream and work 
together. Roll into a ball, wrap 
in wax paper and chill in the re­ 
frigerator until firm. 
Flour a board and roll out the 
dough to a thickness of about V8- 
inch, then cut into 1^-inch cir­ 
cles. A cookie cutter serves 
this purpose nicely. 
Pinch each circle into a cup 
shape and place on pastry cups 
or small muffin tins. I prefer 
the tins 
because 
the 
crust 
browns more evenly. 
For the filling, combine one 
cup sour cream with two be ate n 


eggs, two tablespoons melted 
butter, y4 teaspoon salt, one 
teaspoon sugar, and two large 
(8-ounce) packages of cream 
cheese which have been al­ 
lowed to soften. 
Mix thoroughly. F ill each 
pastry crust with two teaspoons 
of the mixture. Preheat the 
oven to 375 or 400 degrees and 
bake for about 25 minutes or 
until the filling, which w ill puff 
up, is lightly browned. Serve 
hot. 


Recipe makes three dozen 
pastries about two inches in di­ 
ameter. 
In answer to numerous ques­ 
tions, butter, margarine, or ba­ 
con drippings should not be 
used in deep frying. When these 
fats reach a temperature of 350 
degrees they break down and 
scorch, discoloring whatever is 
being fried. 
For the deep-fry method use 
shortening, salad oil, or im­ 
proved lard all of which w ill not 
break down in high heat.

D ETRO IT (A P) — When traf­ 
fic gets too heavy someday, De­ 
wey Bryan might unfold his 
wings and fly away.

NEW YORK (A P) — Th e 
leader of 
Mormon wo men , 
whose pioneer forebears th rew 
themselves wholeheartedly in to 
the struggle that early in th is 
century won women the rig h t to 
vote, says the modern ex ten ­ 
sion of that movement so me­ 
times goes too far. 
“ Anything that gets out of 
control becomes 
a 
hazard, 
whether it’s fire, flood or wom­ 
en’s lib,” says Belle S. Spaf- 
ford, president of the worldwide 
women’s 
auxiliary 
of 
the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Lat­ 
ter-day Saints. 
“ But if properly controlled, 
these things mean power fo r 


us. We’ve reached the point in 
women’s liberation where we 
need to look at ourselves objec­ 
tively and see what we can do 
that’s reasonable. We need a 
steadying hand.” 
Asked if it wasn’t somewhat 
paradoxical for the leader of a 
heritage that took such a vigor­ 
ous part in the women’s suf­ 
frage movement to have mis­ 
givings about its present-day 
counterpart, the Salt Lake City 
resident said in an interview: 
“ Any good movement can be­ 
come distorted. You can abuse 
any privilege and freedom can 
become license. 
That’s not 
good.” 
Mrs. Spafford, a warmly 
good-humored, 
silver-haired 


woman of 77, said she sees dan­ 
gers in some aspects of wom­ 
en’s lib, such as tendencies in it 
to blur sexual identity and re­ 
ject distinctive endowments of 
women and men. 
“ We want to preserve the no­ 
bility, dignity and femininity of 
women,” she said. “ There’s a 
danger of some of that being 
lost. But I think we have too 
many common-sense women 
for that to happen.” 
The 450,000-member body of 
church women that Mrs. Spaf­ 
ford has headed for 27 years is 
form ally titled the Relief So­ 
cieties of the Church. It carries 
on extensive education pro­ 
grams in home-management, 
child-rearing and cultural de­ 


velopment, as well as large- 
scale service in nursing care 
and home teaching visits. 
It has taken a “long pull” for 
women to gain their just status, 
Mrs. Spafford said, adding that 
much of the continued effort for 
women’s rights is good, in­ 
cluding the insistence on equal 
pay for equal work. 
She said women also should 
have equal opportunities for top 
positions in government, in­ 
dustry and education if they 
are qualified and they’re free 
from other responsibilities. 
“ But the primary role of 
women is in the home and fam­ 
ily,” she added, a conditional 
note she cited often. 
“ Men still need wives to wel­ 


come them home at the end of 
the day. Children still need a 
good mother to come to with 
their little troubles. Women 
should provide a place of ref­ 
uge where the husband and 
children can return from a 
busy, confused and complex 
world.” 
She offered this keynote ad­ 
vice to women — “ be con­ 
trolled” — in appetites, wants, 
temper, possessions, viewpoints 
and action. “ A woman should 
be the living conscience of her 
contemporaries. There should 
be a feminine spiritual quality 
about women.”

Galena banker 
gets probation 


CHICAGO (A P) - Robert 
Whippo, a former Galena bank­ 
er, has been given a three-year 
suspended prison sentence for 
embezzling $14,600 from his 
bank. 
Judge Frank J. M cGarr of 
U.S. District Court imposed the 
suspended sentence Tuesday 
and placed Whippo, 47, on two 
years probation, ordering him 


to make full restitution of the 
funds. 


A federal grand jury indicted 
Whippo, former executive vice 
president of the Galena State 
Bank, in March, accusing him 
of making a $14,600 loan to 
himself in 1967 and falsifying 
the bank’s books to indicate the 
loan was being repaid.

(A P) — Eugene A. Cernan, 
commander of the last Apollo 
mission to the moon, is the 
cheerleader of the astronaut 
corps. 
A Navy captain and two-time 
space veteran, Cernan drives 
his coworkers with pep talks, 
pushing them at a blistering 
pace. 
“ We may be the last on the 
moon,’’ Cernan says of his 
Apollo 17 crew, “ but we’re the 
number one team.” 
Born in Chicago, 111., Cernan 
grew up in nearby suburbs and 
was graduated from Proviso 
High School in Maywood. 
His widowed mother, Mrs. 
Andrew G. Cernan, remembers 
the astronaut’s youth as a 
whirlwind of activity. 
He played in the school band, 
later abandoning music 
for 
sports and winning letters in 
football and basketball. 
Aviation was another early 
interest. “ He was always mak­ 
ing airplanes,” Mrs. Cernan re­ 
called. 
After high school, Cernan 
turned 
down 
several 
other 
scholarships to enroll at Purdue 
University at West Lafayette, 
Ind., where he joined a Naval 
ROTC squadron. During sum­ 
mers, he worked on construc­ 
tion crews building O’Hare A ir­ 
port in Chicago. 
He was graduated from Pur­ 
due in 1956 with a bachelor of 
science degree in electrical en­ 
gineering and was commis­ 
sioned in the Navy the same 
year. 
Cernan 
earned 
his 
Navy 
wings and became a member 
of a jet attack squadron at 
Miram ar, Calif., Naval Air Sta­ 
tion. 
In 1961, Cernan entered the 
U.S. 
Naval 
Post 
Graduate 
School 
at 
Monterey, 
Calif., 
earned a master of science de­ 
gree in aeronautical engineer­ 
ing and was named an astro­ 
naut in 1963. 
Cernan teamed with veteran 
as' inaut Thomas Stafford in 
19.0 for the Gemini 9 mission. 
During the three-day flight, 
Cernan 
became 
the 
second 
American to walk in space. He 
spent 2 hours, 10 minutes out­ 
side the spacecraft. 
Cernan made his first trip to 
the moon three years later 
aboard Apollo 10, the dress re­ 
hearsal for the first lunar land­ 
ing of Apollo 11. 
Cernan, Stafford and astro­ 
naut John Young rocketed into 
orbit of the moon and went 
through the procedures Apollo 
11 would use for the moon land­ 
ing. 
Stafford and Cernan boarded 
their lunar module, separated 
from Young in the command 
ship and made a diving plunge

that carried them to within 
nine miles of the moon. 
Moments after swooping near 
the surface, the astronauts sep­ 
arated the upper stage of the 
moon lander and prepared to 
rendezvous with the command 
ship. Then the upper stage sud­ 
denly twisted. 
Caught by surprise, Cernan 
uttered a stream of salty Navy 
language that was picked up by 
live television coverage of the 
mission and beamed into living 
rooms across America. 
The 
astronauts 
quickly 
brought the craft under control 
and discovered that a guidance 
switch had been in the strong 
position. 
By the time he had returned 
to earth, Cernan’s comments 
had generated a blizzard of edi­ 
torial discussion and news com­ 
mentary. 
Letters about his remarks 
poured into Cernan’s office and 
later, at a televised news con­ 
ference, Cernan said: 
“ To those of you who under­ 
stood the significance of the 
moment, I say thank you. And 
to those of you who I offended, 
I ’m sorry.” 
Asked about his thoughts on 
his first lunar orbit flight and 
about going back, Cernan said 
in a recent interview: 
“ When you look back at the 
earth from the moon and you 
see the perfectness of it and the 
beauty of it and the logic of it 
all, you know it didn’t happen 
by accident. It is moving with 
beauty and you get a feeling 
that you are looking at our 
earth as a God, whoever that 
God might be, envisioned it 
when He created it. I ’m anx­ 
ious to get back and get that 
feeling again.” 
Cernan is a blue-eyed 6-footer 
with a lithe and wiry build. His 
hair once brown is now almost 
totally gray. 
He is married to the former 
Barbara Jean Atchley of Hous­ 
ton a blonde ex-airline steward­ 
ess whom Cernan first saw in a. 
line at an airport. He tracked 
down her name, managed an 
introduction through a mutual 
friend and, after a two-year 
courtship, persuaded her to be­ 
come a Navy wife. 
The couple has one child, Te­ 
resa Dawn, 9.

NEW YORK (AP) - Gener­ 
ally speaking, commercial bank 
business could hardly be better 
today except for one thing: The 
federal government is looking 
bankers right in the eye and 
telling them not to raise prices. 
The price of a bank's product 
is expressed in the interest 
rate, and that rate has slowly, 
almost imperceptibly, moved 
higher in recent weeks. More­ 
over, 
there 
appears 
to 
be 
enough demand to keep pres­ 
sure building. 
When demand for money 
rises, as with any product, 
there is a tendency for the 
price also to rise. At least that 
is the case when the economy 
is functioning freely, which it is 
not as long as price controls ex­ 
ist. 
Money, however, is like raw 
fruits and vegetables in that it 
is exempt from controls. Legal­ 
ly, the banks can raise their 
prices within Federal Reserve 
guidelines and not have to ex­ 
plain their decision to anyone. 
But the banks today are far 
more sensitive to public and 
governmental opinion that at 
almost any time in the past. 
Consumers have money, and 
they must not be antagonized. 
The government has power and 
must not be offended. 
For several months now the 


government has been remind­ 
ing the bankers that it w ill be 
angered to the point of retali­ 
ation if they don’t show as 
much reluctance to raise rates 
as customers are to pay them. 
Arthur Bums, Federal Re­ 
serve Board chairman, has ex­ 
pressed himself on the matter, 
as well he should, since he 
heads the President’s Com­ 
mittee on Interest and D ivi­ 
dends. 
Im plicit in talks the com­ 
mittee has been having with 
bankers is that failure to please 
the administration w ill result in 
a loss of their rate-making free­ 
dom. 
With controls already existing 
on so many 
products, 
this 
threat obviously is not an idle 
one. And it is a stronger one 
that might immediately be evi­ 
dent. 
The reason is that even with­ 
out price controls, the Federal 
Reserve Board has the power 
to exert enormous pressure on 
banks 
by 
controlling 
the 
amount of money that is per­ 
mitted to filter through them 
into the economy. 
The Fed, that is, can limit 
the amount of goods that the 
bank has available for sale. To 
impose price controls on that 


product would mean they were 
being pressured at both ends, 
with a resulting negative im­ 
pact on profits. 
The smart money men under­ 
stand that this would be the 
worst of worlds and that it 
must be avoided if banks are to 
continue the very healthy prof­ 
its they have been reporting 
this year. They are obeying, 
but reluctantly. 
Responsib le 
fin a n c ia l 
analysts are forecasting an in­ 
crease from 5.75 per cent to 
nearer 6 per cent in the prime 
rate, which is the lower rate 
given to the best corporate cus­ 
tomers. 


So far the forecasts haven’t 
been fulfilled, and as the list 
grows of banks 
that have 
reached agreements or under­ 
standings with federal officials, 
the likelihood of that 6 per cent 
rate becomes a bit more re­ 
mote.
